sion effort. This celebration is to be 
the culmination of the. forthcofning

meet this year in New York City, Dur- 
ing these 100 years the board of home 
missions has recelved and expended 
$23,000,000, has helped to build 5,600 
churches, and hag issued 74,000 com- 
-- missions to. missionaries. Its income 
in the year 1802 was $2,500, and it had 
just closed its year 1902, showing an 
income of $904,400, Practically all 
Presbyterian churches west of the Al- 
leghenies were assisted by this -board 
at some time. One of them, the cap 
minster of Minneapolis, was a mission 
ary church half a century ago. Last 
year: its gifts to benevolences were 
$39,000. President Roosevelt’s greet-
